The  writer  in  the  Advocate,  in  another  of  his 
communications,  contrasts  Calvinism  and  Metho¬ 
dism,  in  regard  to  revivals. 

What  have  our  Calvinist  brethren  done  these  many 
years  past  in  re|;ard  to  revivals,  where  they  have  preached 
Calvinism  ?  And  what  could  they  do,  even  now,  should 
they  preach  the  peculiarities  of  Calvinism  as  in  former 
days  7  Our  fathers  can  remember,  if  we  cannot,  when,  all 
through  the  New  Eneland  states, Calvinism  was  generally 
taueht.  But  what  effect  did  it  produce  7  Has  not  infide¬ 
lity,  Socinianism,  and  Universalism,  overrun  some  large 
portions  of  our  fair  country  where  Calvinism  once  prevail¬ 
ed  7 

But  since  this  vain  philosophy  has  been  in  some  measure 
laid  aside,  since  men  are  told  they  eoti  and  must  do  some¬ 
thing  in  order  to  obtain  eternal  life  ;  in  a  word,  since  our 
Calvinist  brethren  appear  in  Methodist  armor,  one  can 
chase  a  thousand  and  two  can  put  ten  thousand  to  flight. — 
But  how  could  they  effect  a  conquest  'over  a  sinner  by 
preaching  the  peculiarities  of  Calvinism  7  Could  they 
persuade  him  to  cease  to  do  evil,  by  telling  him  that  God 
had  decreed  whatever  comes  to  pass?  Could  they  in¬ 
duce  him  to  come  to  the  Savior,  by  preaching  either  a  li¬ 
mited  atonemei^  or  a  limited  application  of  an  infinite 
atonement  7  We  are  sure  that  nothing  effectual  toward 
pulling  down  the  strong  holds  of  Satan  can  be  done  by  such 
preaching.  But  Methodist  doctrines  are  mighty,  through 
God,  to  accomplish  this,  and  have  done  much  toward  it  al¬ 
ready,  as  the  world  well  knows.

Now  the  facts  are  these,  that  in  former  years, 
there  were  revivals  among  the  Calvinists  of  New 
England.  Even  from  the  earliest  settlement  such 
things  were  frequent.

REVIEW  OP  lERONYMUS.— No.  II. 

Mr.  Eiditor — leronymus  says,  “  We  maintain, 
and  shall  undertake  to  prove  from  the  scriptures, 
that  man  has  a  heart  distinct  from  exercises — if 
this  appear,  it  will  be  [ilnin,  that  the  infant  has  a 
depraved  heart,  before  it  is  capable  of  moral  ex¬ 
ercises.” 

I  reply — if  the  word  depraved  mean  any  thing, 
in  relation  to  the  subject,  a  depraved  heart  must 
mean  a  vitiated,  corrupted,  sinful,  or  wicked 
heart.  And  why  should  we  accuse  inlania  of 
lliat,  which  their  Maker  haa  not  laid  to  their 
charge?  He  says,  “Sin  is  the  transgression  of 
the  law — sin  is  not  imputed  where  there  is  no 
law ;  by  the  law  is  the  knowledge  of  sin — where 
no  law  ia,  there  is  no  transgression.”  God  char¬ 
ges  no  sin  or  wickedness,  or  moral  evil  upon 
men,  old  or  young,  which  is  not  a  transgression 
of  the  law;  he  condemns  them  for  none  other. 
And  if  the  infant  be  under  the  law,  “  before  it  is 
capable  of  moral  exercises,”  the  fact  has  not  been 
proved  ;  and  if  the  infant  be  no?  under  the  law, 
“  before  it  is  capable  of  moral  exercises,”  then  it 
ha.s  no  sin,  no  depravity,  no  moral  evil ;  “  fiir 
where  no  law  is,  there  is  no  transgression,”  con¬ 
sequently  no  sin.  Paul  says,  “  For  the  children 
being  not  yet  born,  neither  having  done  any 
good  or  evil.”  Speaking  of  the  infant’s  birth, 
leronymus  says,  “  None  will  say  that  it  has  mo¬ 
ral  exercises  before  that  event  takes  place.” — 
What  is  the  inference  ? 

It  is  this — the  infant  Pas  no  sin,  depravity,  mo¬ 
ral  corruption,  nor  wickednc.ss,  before  its  birth. 
“  For  sin  is  the  transgression  of  the  law,  no  law, 
no  transgression” — no  good  or  evil — no  moral 
exercises  b^ore  the  birth;  and  no  sin,  nor  holi¬ 
ness  of  course.  Consequently,  the  infant,  at  ila 
birth,  does  not  bring  with  it,  or  in  it,  a  heart  that 
is  holy,  depraved,  or  sinful.  It  has  done  no  good 
nor  evil,  has  neitlier  obeyed  nor  transgressed  any 
law — has  merited  no  good — has  contracted  no 
guilt — has  done  nothing,  and  has  nothing  before 
the  birth,  before  moral  exercise,  for  which  it  de¬ 
serves  either  approbation  or  blame.  It  has  no 
moral  character  before  the  birth;  and  God  attri¬ 
butes,  or  ascribes,  or  attaches,  no  moral  charac¬ 
ter  to  it  before  the  birth — before  moral  exercise. 
Nothing  of  this  is  taught  in  all  the  book  of  Go<l, 

The  argument  of  leronymus  from  John  iii.  8 
to  7,  is  not  to  the  point.  The  strength  of  his 
argtiment,  (if  it  have  anv,)  lies  in  this  as.sertinn 
of  Christ,”  that  which  isiomofthe  flesh  tn/lesh  ;” 
and  this  in  distinction  from,  or  opposition  to  that 
other  saying  of  Jesus,  “  that  which  isbom  of  the 
spirit  is  spirit.”  His  words  are,  “  that  bv  the  flesh 
Christ  means  morally  corrupt  and  sinful,  is  evi¬ 
dent,  not  only  from  his  general  use  of  the  term 
flesh,  but  from  his  adding  in  e.ontrast,  “  that 
■whtek  is  born  of  (li>  ■pfiit  -A  spirit.”  He  tells 
us  likewise,  that  Christ  “  has  also  reference  to

Mr.  Edwards  took  up  the  subject  in  the  pulpit, 
and  though  it  occasioned  no  small  stir,  particu¬ 
larly  among  the  opposers  of  sound  doctrine,  yet 
he  was  not  to  be  moved  from  what  he  thought 
his  duty.  The  Arminiansof  that  day  were  very 
lax  in  their  sentiments  concerning  Justification 
by  Faith,  many  of  them  adopting  the  views  of 
Dr.  Taylor,  of  Norwich,  of  a  double  justification, 
which  br.  Adam  Clarke  has  so  strangely  copied 
jipd  revived  in  his  commentary.  Mr.  Edwards 
preached  his  celebrated  sermons  on  this  subject, 
)ulf  before  the  revival  commenced.  And  he  sayii 
it  was  remarkably  blessed.  For  just  at  that  time 

“  When  I  was  greatly  reproached  for  defending  this  dod^ 
trine  in  the  pulpit,  and  just  upon  the  point  of  suffering  a 
very  open  abuse  for  it,  God’s  work  wonderfully  broke  forth 
amongst  us,  and  souls  began  to  flock  to  Christ,  as  the  Sa¬ 
vior  in  whose  righteousness  alone  they  hope  to  be  jnstifi- 
M.  So  that  th'is  was  the  doctrine  on  which  th'is  work  in 
the  beginning  was  founded,  as  it  evidently  ivas  in  the 
whole  progress  of  it.” 

These  revivals  then  began  by  a  blessing  from 
God  upon  efforts  to  counteract  Arminianism  and 
to  establish  Calvinism. 

In  1740,  the  revival  returned.  It  was  in  this 
year  that  Whilefield  first  visited  New  England, 
although  the  revival  was  already  powerful  in 
many  places  before  he  came.  The  work  became 
very  extensive,  and  continued  for  three  ^  font 
years.  The  chief  instruments  were  Eldwards, 
Wheelock,  Bellamy,  Pomeroy,  Tennent,  White- 
field,  all  zealous  Calvinists.  Even  a  Methodist 
might  be  supposed  to  know,  that  Wesley  and 
I  Whiteficid  separated,  because  the  latter  insisted 
upon  the  hated  doctrine  of  election.

COX’S  SERMON  ON  SALVATION. 

I  Wo  have  before  us  a  published  Sermon  by  Rev.  Dr. 
Cox,  entitled,  “Salvation  achieved  only  in  the  present 
life,  requiring  a  resolute  effort,  and  forfaited  inexcusably 
by  the  neglecters  of  the  gospel.”  The  text  is  Luke  xiii.  24. 
“  And  he  said  unto  them,  Strive  to  enter  in  at  the  strait 
gate  ;  for  many  I  say  unto  you,  shall-seek  to  enter  in,  and 
shall  not  be  able.”  It  is  a  happy  specimen  ofthe  author’s 
mode  of  sermonixing,  original,  unrestrained  by  scholastic 
rules,  full  of  thought,  mainly  employed  to  discover  and  il¬ 
lustrate  the  real  meaning  of  the  text,  and  then  apply  it  to 
the  consciences  of  those  whom  it  may  concern.

country,  we  have  a  senes  ot  revivals,  which  have 
never  b^n  surpassed  since,  till  the  blessed  year 
1831. 

The  beginning  ofthe  first  general  revival  was 
in  1733,  when,  after  a'period  of  great  worldliness 
and  levity  among  youth,  Mr.  Edwards  begun  to 
observe  a  degree  of  flexibleness  among  his  young 
people  at  Northampton.  But  it  was  not,  till  De¬ 
cember,  1734,  that  the  Spirit  of  God  began  to 
descend  in  on  extraordinary  manner.  Almost 
immediately,  a  concern  about  religion  became 
universal  in  all  parts  of  the  town,  so  that  there 
was  scarcely  a  single  person  in  the  town,  old  or 
young,  left  unconcerned  about  the  things  of  the 
eternal  world.  In  thespringand  summer  of  1735, 
the  town  seemed  full  of  the  presence  of  God. — 
There  were  tokens  of  him  in  almost  every  house. 
The  ivork  was  remarkable  for  (he  swift  progress 
of  it.  Persons  were  suddenly  and  yet  greatly 
changed.  In  March  and  April,  he  says  : 

«  God’s  work  in  the  conversion  of  souls  was  carried  on 
amongst  us  in  so  wonderful  a  manner,  that  so  far  ns  I  can 
judge,  it  appears  to  have  been  at  the  rate,  at  least,  of  f<mr 
persons  in  a  day  ;  or  near  thirty  in  a  we^,  take  one  with 
another,  for  five  or  six  weeks  together.” 

And  he  hoped  that  more  than  300  souls  were 
brought  savingly  to  Christ,  in  the  space  of  half  a 
year.  “  I  hope,”  says  he,  “  that  by  far  the  g^- 
ter  part  of  persons  in  this  town,  above  sixteen 
years  of  age,  are  such  as  have  the  saving  know¬ 
ledge  of  Jesus  Christ.  By  what  I  have  hearA  I 
suppose  it  is  so  in  some  other  places;  particular¬ 
ly  at  Sunderland  and  South  Hadley.”  He  re¬ 
ceived  to  the  church  100  at  one  time,  eighty  at 
another,  and  sixty  at  another.

If  I  mistake  not,  there  is  no  doctrine  of  revela¬ 
tion  that  has  been  ofteneror  with  equal  impunity 
abused — if  that  soft  reprehension  may  befit  ftie 
rebuke  of  technical  darkness,  that  has  changed 
its  character  ;  of  mechanicalizing  and  material¬ 
izing  doctrine,  that  has  distorted  its  symmetry ; 
of  antinomian  indolence,  that  has  separated  it 
from  its  moral  relations  and  its  legitimate  fruits  ; 
of  philosophizing  pride,  that  Has  rejected  its 
truth  or  extenuated  its  importance  ;  and  of  fa¬ 
natical  and  visionary  madness,  that  has  perverted 
its  excellence,  detached  it  from  all  evidence,  ali¬ 
enated  it  from  the  sanction  of  the  written  word 
of  God,  misrepresented  Christianity  and  scanda¬ 
lized  mankind  respecting  it,  in  the  elevation  of 
unfounded  claims,  the  lawlessness  of  misguided 
fervors,  and  the  abomination  of  spurious  adiieve- 
ihents.  In  a  general  way,  the  doctrine  has  often 
been  injudiciously  preachwl,  invested  with  an  air 
of  mystery,  and  so  disguised,  in  its  connection, 
with  the  duty  of  the  hearers  as  almost,  perhaps 
quite,  nay,  sometimes  eminently,  to  jus^  and 
comfort  their  impenitence.  With  the  bible  open, 
need  we  say  that  all  such  things  are  utterly  di¬ 
verse  from  the  genuine  “  fruit  of  the  spirit,’*^ and 
obviously  at  war  with  the  doctrine  of  the  spirit  ? 
As  a  rule  of  safety,  we  might  say  that  dark  points 
are  to  be  postponed  to  clear  ones ;  that  olisaurity 
ia  less  to  a%ct  us,  than  perspicuity,  in  the  lan¬ 
guage  of  the  sacred  oracles  ;  and  that  an  unde- 
finaWe  influence,  that  contravenes  in  any  way 
“  the  words  which  the  Ho\y  Ghost  teachetli,” 
such,  fi>r  example,  as  allows  or  justifies  a  man  in 
making  praeti^y  nothing  of  the  momentous  or¬ 
der  ofthe  text,  is  not  from  the  Spirit  of  God ;  is 
at  best  a  mislake  of  the  truth ;  and  ought  to  bo 
abandoned  instantly  and  for  ever.

ON  PRAYING  FOR  RULERS. 

The  Boston  Recorder  recently  contained  a  hint  that 
Christians  do  not  pray  enough  for  ”  those  in  authority.”— 
The  Episcopal  Watchman  considers  this  as  ”  very  direct 
and  impartial  testimony  to  the  wisdom  and  foresight  of  the 
framers  of  our  Liturgy.”  He  says  : 

Our  church  has  ever  considered  it  a  duty  to  pray  for  our 
rulers,  and  therefore  the  morning  and  evening  service  on 
Sunday  contain  an  appropriate  prayer  for  the  President, 
"  and  all  others  in  authority,”  while  they  are  not  forgotten 
in  the  solemn  Litany.  There  is  also  a  prayer  for  Congress 
equally  appropriate,  to  be  used  during  the  session  of  that 
body.  In  addition  to  this,  the  prayers  to  be  used  in  fami- 
liesj  embrace  an  intercession  “  for  all  in  authority  over  us” 
— that  God  would  ”  so  rule  their  hearts  and  strengthen 
their  hands,  that  they  may  punish  wickedness  and  vice, 
and  maintain  true  religion  and  virtue.”  Thus  our  church 
has  put  into  the  mouths  of  her  members,  comprehensive 
prayers  for  our  government,  to  be  used  every  day  in  tho 
year. 

It  reminds  us  of  a  certain  little  boy,  who  had  been  taught 
to  say  his  prayers,  night  and  morning.  At  length  grace 
taught  him  to  feel  his  wants,  and  to  tell  them  to  Him,  who 
alone  can  afford  a  supply.  On  being  asked,  one  day,  why 
he  staid  by  himself  so  long,  he  replied,  "  O,  1  first  say  my 
prayers,  and  then  I  pray  to  God.”  This  may  answer  for 
children,  but  it  strikes  us  that  for  grown  persons  it  is  suffi¬ 
cient  if  they  “  pray  to  God.” 


'’(^e  happy  result ;  and  very  soon  the  excitement 
splieftJ  through  both  their  congregations  and  the 
surrounding  country. 

Tho  Methodist  brethren  also  united  tlieir  pray¬ 
ers  Trith  us.  The  Lord  poured  out  bis  spirit 
abundantly,  infidelity  and  immorality  were  pros¬ 
trated,  and  crowds  of  serious  persona  were  very 
800B  seen  in  almost  every  congre^tion,  and  the 
surroandiqg  countrv.

Admitting  one  half  to  be  pro¬ 
fit  on  the  amount  of  sales,  we  have  24,000,000  of  profit  de¬ 
ducted  from  94,000,000  of  loss,  leaving  a  balance  of  70,- 
000,000  against  the  trade.  Rum,  therefore,  instead  of  ad¬ 
ding  to  the  national  wealth,  aside  from  its  immoral  influ¬ 
ence,  is  a  dead  weight  upon  a  country,  and  absolutely  un¬ 
profitable  and  impoverishing. — President  lYayland.

THE  EVIL  OF  UNPROFITABLE  BOOKS.  | 
Those  Christians  who  pay  their  money  for  religions  pub-.j 
lications,  do  not  sufficiently  coiuider  tho  importance  of  at¬ 
tending  to  the  character  of  what  they  purchase.  It  ought 
to  be  their  care,  to  take  nothing  which  is  not  calculated  to 
keep  religion  constantly  on  the  advance,  in  their  own 
hearts  and  the  hearts  of  others.  A  stupid  book,  full  of 
old  saws,”  and  common  place  remarks,  such  as  any  good 
man  of  tolerable  familiarity  with  bis  bible,  might  make  in 
a  conference  meeting,  or  an  inefficient  newspaper,  never 
disturbing  the.peace  of  its  readers,  or  urging  them  to  do 
more  in  the  cause  of  Christ,  is  truly  a  positive  evil.  It  not 
only  keeps  out  better  works,  but  it  lowers  the  tone  of  reli¬ 
gious  feeling,  and  blunts  the  sense  of  religious  obligation. 
Every  Christian  then  should  seek  these  publications,  which 
keep  him  upon  the  advance.
